ch a irm a n , to g o to W a s h in g to n 
‘and talk things over." 
Martin was at Goreville, 111., to 
attend a family 
reunion 
when 
Lewis telephoned his office to ask 
him to join thirteen presidents of 
Detroit locals at 
Washington 
in 
reeking a truce. 
R. J. Thomas, UAW vice presi­ 
dent who is acting a s president 
in Martin’s absence, said he did 
not believe Lewis had abandoned 
h is non-intervention policy in the 
ntraamion battle. 
Has No Telephone 
The Martin family home, about 
ten miles from Goreville, does not 
have a telephone, and as far as 
international officers 
here 
knew, 
Lewis had not succeeded in reach­ 
ing the UAW head. 
Union spokesmen here did not 
regard it as probable 
that 
the 
peace seeking committee would re­ 
main 
in Washington 
with pros­ 
pects of a conference between Mar­ 
vin and Lewis so remote. 
Meanwhile, the union battle led 
to the calling off of the scheduled 
state convention of Labor’s Non- 
Partisan League in Detroit, July 
23 and 24. 
“There was a strong liklihoood 
that the UAW quarrel would have 
intruded on the flooor and resulted 
n disputer having nothing to do 
with the legitimate business of the 
convention,” Alan Strachan, secre- 
I tary-treasurer of the state commu­ 
n e , said. 
Postponement Voted 
“There is no disagreement on 
political issues in the league or 
the labor movement generally de­ 
spite the UAW difficulties. 
It was 
felt, however, that the best inter­ 
ests of the league would be served 
by postponement of the convention 
and thus avoid any possibility of 
i quarrel emanating from the UAW 
troubles.” 
Strachan said a majority of the 
league’s executive board voted the 
postponement. 
He said a letter had been dis­ 
patched to all CIO locals, farm ers’ 
unions, unemployed organizations 
and WPA divisions advising them 
that county conferences should rec­ 
ommend indorsement of candidates 
to the state executive committee 
who shall be responsible for mak­ 
ing public indorsements 
in 
the 
name of the league.

tached to the

tion at the conference, left under 
instructions from the state depart­ 
ment for visits* in Berlin, Vienna, 
Stu ttg art and Hamburg. 
A spokesman for the American 
delegation

Brandt 
would 
“ gather information from Ameri­ 
can sources concerning the num ­ 
ber and type of persons who de­ 
sire to leave Germany under the 
sponsoring of the permanent refu­

established by 
the Evian conference in lo n d o n .” 
Nations Unidentified 
He is to report to that body 
after its members assemble Aug. 
3 in the British capital. 
Myron C. Taylor, the president 
and chief United States delegate,

Charges Corruption

sonally by agents of the state social 
security department, instead of by 
mail as usual. 
Barkley charged at a campaign 
rally last night that the agents 
were warning pensioners their pay­ 
ments would stop if they did not 
vote for Governor Chandler, his 
opponent for the Democratic sena­ 
torial nomination.

To land at a foreign port, an 
airplane requires a permit.

tions not yet ready for competition 
on the Atlantic

have 


been loath to grant such permits 
except for “ survey” flights. 
Now, 
however,

United 
States is practically read} to begin 
shuttling between the two conti­ 
nents with passengers, mail and 
express.

actually could have 
.started in 1934, with equipment 
then available.

Fitzgerald Promises To 
Reduce Spending On

“Michigan

prayers in a nearby Mosque. 
In addition

numerous casualties in fights be­ 
tween troops and rovings 
bands 
in hills outside villages. 
A curfew was clamped on Jeru­ 
salem at 6 p. rn. The city had been 
relatively free of disorders until 
today. 
Haifa, northern 
trouble 
spot, 
was tense but no new disturbances 
were reported. 
American Jewish settlers in the 
village of Ain Hasophet, south of 
Haifa, last night repulsed repeat­ 
ed attacks by an armed band.

Several possible locations for the 


proposed new E scan aba m unicipal 
w ater plant a re now being consid­ 
ered by M. P. H atcher, K an sas 
City, engineer of the firm of Burns 
and M cDowell which h as been en­ 
gaged to m ake a survey for select­ 
ing a site for the structure. 
H atch­ 
er h as been in the city during the 
p ast week, collecting d ata on the 
property available, and h as now re­ 
turned to h is office to work out a 
plan to be subm itted to the city 
for action. 
Am ong th e site s under considera­ 
tion is the strip of shore line w est 
of Stephenson dock a t the foot of 
Ludington street, extending from 
the dock to the H ansen and Jensen 
F ish com pany's sheds. 
T h is loca­ 
tion would enable the city to con­ 
stru ct its pum ping station and Al­ 
tering beds on the shore of the bay 
w here It now owns land, and addi­ 
tional sp ace could be readily pro­ 
vided by the use of the sandsucker 
for Ailing in a portion of the space 
between the two docks. 
The sand­ 
sucker would serve a double pur-, 
pose in that event, a s 
it 
could 
deepen the slip along the dock, 
while Ailing in land for the pump­ 
ing station. 
An advantage of the 
location 
is 
that 
coal 
could 
be 
brought in by rail. 
Another possible site is a piece 
of property east of the east end 
of F irst avenue north and east of 
Fourth street, which 
h as

rounded by boathouses. The owner­ 
ship of the property is not clear, 
however, as it was originally a part 
of Little Bay de Noc and is bound­ 
ed on the south by property of the 
Delta H ardw are com pany and on 
the north by the C. & N. W. rail­ 
way.

NEW LAWS FOR CYLISTS 
(Christian Science Monitor) 


Britain's Transport 
Advisory 
Council 
has recommended to the Government 
the 
adoption of new rules for cyclists, which 
include the compulsory use of cycle tracks 
beside main roads, the carrying of a rear 
lamp, and a ban upon riders proceeding 
more than two abreast. 
At the same time 
the council urged that the existing sys­ 
tem of tracks be extended to all the 
big- 
roads. 
These are wise, and, one 
cannot 
but 
think, somewhat overdue precautions; for 
the problem presented 
by 
cyclists 
to 
traffic organization in Britain 
has for 
several years been acute, 
and has grown 
rapidly worse owing to the 
great 
and 
constant increase in the number of riders. 
In the last seven years their 
total 
has 
doubled, and there are now, roughly, 10,- 
000,000 of them on the road. 
Some of the cycling 
associations 
are 
not in favor of the Council’s 
proposals. 
Starting from the fact that everyone 
has 
an equal right to the use of

road, 
the associations argue that, 
since it 
is 
the motorist, with his desire for 
speed,

London— President Roosevelt’s commis­ 
sion, when it comes to Sweden to 
study 
that country’s labor laws, will find 
that 
Swedish workers have the inviolate right 
to associate in trades unions. 
This crowning labor achievement came 
as recently as September l l , 1936, when 
a formal act was passed by the Riksdag. 
The law does not Jay down any exact de 
ffnition of the term “ right of negotiation.” 
Nor does it state what is to be considered 
as a violation of that right. 
But it 
does 
say that any person violating it is liable 
to pay compensation for damages 
caused 
thereby. 
By “ right of negotiation” is meant the 
right to demand the opening of 
negotia­ 
tions for settling terms 
of 
employment. 
Such right is exercisable by any union of 
workers, employer, or association of 
em­ 
ployers. In the event of negotiations being 
arranged by a State Conciliator, any party 
which fails to negotiate, may be reported 
to the Labor Court. 
This court has 
the 
power to order the delinquent 
party 
to 
negotiate. Delay then makes penalty liable. 
* 
* 
* 
One of the departments of the Ministry 
of the Interior is a Social Board which is 
a central authority for dealing with cer­ 
tain social legislation and its enforcement. 
In practice a trade union may, by giving 
notice to the Social Board, make a declar­ 
ation to the effect that it undertakes 
to 
keep labor peace for a given period— at 
least two years. 
When such notice is giv­ 
en, the employer must likewise agree. 
If the parties thus bound fail to reach 
an agreement on any question under nego­ 
tiation, the Social Board, at the request of 
the trades union, will name an impartial 
chairman 
to 
conduct 
negotiations. 
If 
there is still no agreement, the chairman 
may counsel I he parties to submit to the 
binding decision of arbitrators. 
If this 
is not heeded, the chairman, at the request 
of either party, may then ask the Social 
Board to name a board of arbitration to 
draw recommendations for settlement of 
the points at issue. 
If there is still no agreement then the 
undertaking to keep labor peace lapses, 
and either party may so notify the 
Social 
Board and resort to direct action. 
Even 
then the Social Board may name an im­ 
partial chairman to follow the course of 
events and invite the parties 
to 
renew 
negotiations if he sees any hope for suc­ 
cess.

Another feature of Swedish labor legis­ 
lation is the system of conciliation, quite 
independent of the action of the 
Social 
Board just outlined. 
When a labor 
dis­ 
pute is about to arise, it is the job of the 
Conciliator to try to induce the 
parties 
to Bettie 
matters 
without 
recourse 
to 
strikes or lockouts. 
But the conciliator 
has no power to prohibit such direct ac­ 
tion. 
Before stopping work, the men in dis­ 
pute must give notice to the employer and 
also to the State Conciliator. 
Violation of 
this is punishable by a fine. The same pro­ 
cedure is in vogue if an employer proposes 
to lock out his men. 
The Labor Court which handles most of 
the litigation arising out of 
the 
labor 
laws, is composed of a president and six 
members, named by the Crown. The presi­ 
dent and two members are selected from 
persons who cannot be deemed to repre­ 
sent either employers or employes. 
The 
president and one of these members, made 
vice president, must be versed in law and 
judicial procedure. 
The other of 
these 
three must have special knowledge of in­ 
dustrial relations. 
Of the remaining mem­ 
bers, two are named upon tho recommen­ 
dation of the Swedish Employers* Federa­ 
tion of Trades Unions. The court must act 
promptly, deciding each case before 
it in

Robert Taft and his

conservative 
wing as you would be likely to find. 
He 
has certain drawbacks. 
Although his pri­ 
vate personality has made him as 
many 
friends as any man in Cincinnati, his plat­ 
form appearance is faintly and unfortun­ 
ately reminiscent of Alf Landon’s. 
He is 
constitutionally incapable of a little hon­ 
est demagoguing. 
And his slogans go too 
little to the heart of the plain man, sound

the Holy Land. It expresses Arab 
determined to realize the 
u n it­ 
ed kingdom which Britain p ro m ­ 
ised them in October. 1915. Afte*’ 
King Hussein, representing 
the 
Arabs in lands dominated by T u r ­ 
key. agreed to take up arm s for 
the Allies, Sir Henry MacMahon 
wrote to King 
Hussein 
in 
the 
name of the British Government 
and said: “ Great Britain is 
p re­ 
pared to recognize 
and 
support 
the independence of 
the 
Arabs 
within the territory included 
in 
the limits and boundaries propos­ 
ed by the Sheriff.”

• 
Caused Lawrence's Resignation 
The Mediterranean was to 
be 
the -western boundary of the 
new 
Arab kingdom, which thus includ­ 
ed Palestine. Great B rita in’s fail­ 
ure to live up to 
the 
promises 
made in her behalf by Sir Henry 
MacMahon caused Colonel 
L aw r­ 
ence— “ Lawrence of 
A ra b ia ” — 
who had so much to do with stir­ 
ring the Arabs to revolt, to resign 
bis commission and go into retire­ 
ment. 
In 1917, still under the 
stress 
of the World War. this time in an 
effort to enlist 
the 
support 
of 
Jews all over the world for 
the 
Allied cause, Great Britain made 
another promise with respect to 
Palestine. It was contained in the 
famous 
Balfour 
Declaration 
of 
1917. Here is the full text of that 
historic pronouncement: 
“His 
M ajesty’s 
Government 
view with favor the establishment 
in Palestine of a National Home 
for the Jewish people, and 
will 
use their best endeavors to facil­ 
itate the achievement of that ob­ 
ject, it being clearly understood 
that nothing shall be done which 
may prejudice the civil and religi­ 
ous rights of existing non-Jewish 
com munities in Palestine or 
the 
rights and political status enjoy­ 
ed by the Jews in any other coun­ 
try.” 
This Balfour Declaration 
obvi­ 
ously repudiated a part 
of 
the 
promise for a united Arab 
kin g­ 
dom which would include 
Pales­ 
tine. But more than that, 
it 
is 
self-contradictory. It is clearly a p ­ 
parent now. and it 
should 
have 
been apparent in 1917, that it is 
impossible to create 
a 
national 
home for one people in a 
small 
and meager area already 
popu­ 
lated by 
another 
without 
pre­ 
judicing “the civil and religious 
rights 
of 
existing 
non-Jewish 
communities.”

Enlarged Tonsils 
In Children Is No 
Sign to Remove 


BY DR. E. J . BR EN N ER 
Director Health Unit 
When attempting to reach a 
decision as to whether the child’s 
tonsils should be removed, it Is 
necessary that physician and par­ 
ents 
distinguish 
carefully 
be­ 
tween enlargement and Infection. 
In any case, it is best to defer 
the operation until the child is 
five to seven years old. 
Until 
this age, the child probably re­ 
quires its tonsils to protect the 
lower respiratory tract, lungs and 
bronchi from 
infection. 
Again, 
if the structures are 
removed 
muc h before the age of five, they 
may grow* back. 
Enlargement of the tonsils is 
no 
reason for removing them. 
Such enlargement is natural in 
the early years of life. Only if 
there 
is actual mechanical ob­ 
struction should an operation be 
considered. 
On the other hand, there can 
be no reason for retaining a con­ 
stantly 
infected 
organ in the 
body. 
Frequently recurring sore 
throats, enlargement of the lym­ 
phatic glands in the neck, run­ 
ning ear©, nasal blockage or con­ 
stant. nasal discharge and rheu­ 
matism or rheumatic fever are in­ 
dications for removing the ton­ 
sils. 
The same reasons should dic­ 
tate the removal of the tonsils In 
the adult. 
Timely action may 
thus eliminate a source of poison 
which, 
otherwise, 
might cause 
rheumatism, neuritis, diseases of 


the «ya, heart, irregularity ta d 
digestive disorders. 


There Is no method known to 
medicine for Insuring the proper 
functioning of the tonsils. They 
remain healthy or become dis­ 
eased 
for 
no 
understandable 


reasons. 
Observation 
by 
num beroo* 
practitioners indicates that theres 
Is often marked improvement In 
the child’s health when Infected 
tonsils are removed but no per­ 
ceptible changes when the ton- 
sils had been merely enlarged. 


Children, who have hod fro* 
quent sore throats, running ears. 
enlarged glands and colds, and 
are due to start school, should ba 
taken 
to 
the fam ily physician, 
and his advice sought in regard 
to the condition of the tonsils.

Available to Farmers 
of Delta County 


Ten tons of grasshopper poison 
bait has been sent out from the 
mixing station at 
Rapid 
River, 
County Agent E. A. W enner an 
nounced yesterday, aud 
is 
now 
available for the use 
of 
Delta 
county farmers in 
fighting 
the 
pests. 
Ten men. under W enner’s 
direction, have been working this 
week in the mixing station, prepar­ 
ing the bait for use. 
The hopper bait is available for 
those who have not signed regular 
requisitions, as well as for those 
who placed orders for it. 
A supply 
of poison was left over from last 
year, making it possible to provide 
the bait for all farm ers who have 
need of it. 
Hoppers are developing rapidly 
now, Wenner stated, and are close 
to the wing stage. 
The develop­ 
ment period is 
widespread 
this 
year, w ith a great variation in the 
development of the hoppers. 
Some 
are barely hatched, w hile others are 
developing wings. 
Wing Stage Dangerous 
It is during the wing stage that 
the m ost damage is done by the 
pests, 
W enner stated 
yesterday. 
Poison Is less effective after the 
hoppers develop wings, for they 
are able to fly over the bait and 
attack the crops In the field. Farm­ 
ers are advised to start spreading 
poison in wild areas, such as cut­ 
over land and wood lots, for it is 
there that the hoppers are more 
numerous. 
Poisoning them there 
will prevent them from attaining 
full growth and flying to the crops. 
Fanners 
desirous 
of 
keeping 
their crops free from the hoppers 
are urged to spread 
poison 
on 
state lands bounding their property 
as well as on their own land. There 
has been no provision for the poi­ 
soning of state owned land, and 
farm ers m ust take care of it them­ 
selves lf they want protection from 
hoppers developing on it. 
Transportation of the bait from

treatment can be given free to all 
cases as it is in the case of other 
communicable diseases.
